A spokesman for one of the 
sponsoring: groups said the race 
was given its semi-humorous 
name to show that it was con- 
ceived as a “‘fun race” for occa- 
sional paddlers as well as 
_ serious competitors. 

_ West explained that classes of 

competition had been arranged 

to provide each kind of canoeist 
with a challenge. 

In those’ categories likely to 
draw seasoned. competitors, he 
_ explained, the race committee 
_ had established a separate cate-

experienced canoeists would not

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The river is not difficult, he

No rapids 


West, who has participated in 
canoe races in Westfield, New 
Hampshire, and Deerfield, and 
has won the annual Westfield 
River Wild Water race several 
times, added that: the May 13 
race is a “‘flat-water event.’’ 
That means that the course has 
no rapids. 

Canoes will be launched four 
at a time at about one-minute 
intervals, he said. There will be 
trophies for first through fourth 
place winners in each class — a 
total of 84 in all. 

Members of the Forest and 
Trails project of the De- 
partment of Parks and Recrea- 
tion will work on clearing the 
river of obstructions and debris 
for three weeks before the 
event. 

The race is a joint effort by 
the Berkshire Hills Conference,

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An elm with a difference 
is coming to Pittsfield 


As an Arbor Day gift from the 
Massachusetts Arborists Associ- 
ation, the city. of Pittsfield will 
receive a 20-foot tree of a spe- 
cies considered by many as a 
possible replacement for the 
American elm, which. has yet to 
conquer the dreaded Dutch elm 
disease. 

The tree, of Chinese origin, is 
called Zelkova serrata. It has 
notched leaves, like the Ameri- 
can elm; and though not a true, 
elm, it displays many of the 
growing characteristics of the 
American tree, including a high- 
branching, spreading head that 
can produce a Canopy. over 
streets. 


The association gift will be 
planted on the Springside House 
lawn, near the area where four 
90-year-old elms, all Dutch elm 
disease victims, were taken 
down early this spring. 

The planter will be the Haupt 
Tree Co. of Sheffield. The firm’s 
founder and owner, Erik H. 
Haupt, is a former president of 
the state association, and also 
of the New England chapter of 
the International Society of Ar- 
boriculture. The gift program 
was started several years ago 
and beneficiaries thus far have 
included the cities of Boston, 
Worcester and Springfield.

75 feet 
high and has a diameter of 6 
feet at waist height. Dr. Robert 
J. Hindle, professor of plant and 
soil science at the University of 
Rhode Island, says that as yet, 
none of the many Zelkovas at 
North Farm has been touched 
by Dutch elm disease. And he 
adds that it is highly- resistant 
to insects and disease of all 
kinds. The species is available 
from a number of suppliers in 
the Northeast, one of the largest 
being the Princeton Nurseries in

As more and more canoes finished and 
were hauled onto the banks, the marshy 
field became packed with men, women, 
photographers, children and dogs. Some 
cheered on friends’ canoes. Some 
thronged the scoreboard as Officials 
dashed between it and the calculators’ 
green tent, marking up results.

into really great canoe race

It was given the name tongue-in-cheek, 
but the Great Upper Housatonic Canoe 
Race Saturday earned it in size and in 
spirit. 

One hundred thirty-five canoes stroked 
off from the starting rope. In spite of at 
least two collisions, four capsized canoes 
and three broken paddles, 134 crossed the 
finish past applause from spectators 
knotted on the New Lenox Road bridge 
and shouts of “Go! Go!” from children 
on the bank. 

The best time belonged to a craft not 
actually in the race. Paul Dyka of 
Adams, described by race committee 
chairman Herbert T. West of Otis as 
“one of the top-ranked kayakers in the 
country,” arranged to be timed though 
not officially entered. He covered the 
twisting six-mile course in 51:6. 

Top official time, 54:18, went to Robert 
Allen of East Granby and Schuyler 
Thomson of Torrington, Conn., competing 
in a class that drew practiced racers 
from outside the county. 

“Is that a close race, or what?’ ex- 
claimed one of the competitors crowding

separated first from fourth place. 

‘That was a good run,” a race official 
called as Steve Blazejewski of Adams 
and his wife Karen were clocked at 56:6 
in the mixed class. Courtland McDermott 
of Pittsfield, fastest one-man canoe, did 
the run in 58:23. “He was like an egg- 
beater,”’ one race organizer said in admi-

The rare weather conditions described 
veteran local rowers and sailors in- 
cluded a direct northerly wind, which 
roughed up the water in the starting area 
in the cove at the old Camp Onota. Al- 
though observers at the north end of the 
lake saw only calm water, those at the 
starting area had harrowing tales to tell. 

“It was awful,” said Mary Ball, a 
member of the University of Virginia 
varsity eight crew. ‘“‘We cracked our boat 
and had no rudder for the whole race. 
The wind blew us into the rocks, the boat 
was full of water and we were sopping 
wet up to our waists.” 

Before the weather got riled, the day’s 
operation had gone fairly smoothly, with 
eight heats run under sunny and some- 
times warm conditions. The lookout point 
at Burbank park was lined with hundreds 
of spectators who had a clear view of the 
finish line. Many of the spectators 
brought out their first picnic lunches of 
the season while cheering for some of the 
local favorites, Williams, the University 
of Massachusetts and Mount Holyoke. 

In the heats that were completed, all 
eight winners were in the third lane, the 
honor lane for the highest-seeded crew in 
a particular race. The best time turned in 
during the day over the 1,500-meter 
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course was 6:41.2 by the University of 
Wisconsin junior varsity eight team. The 
Yale varsity eight had a 6:46.4, and the 
Williams varsity eights finished a re- 
spectable second to the top-seeded Yale 
team in that heat, coming in with a 
6:53.7. But then came the winds, the 
whitecaps, the delay and the disappoint- 
ment. And disappointment was a watch- 
word for the afternoon. 

‘“We’re all terribly disappointed,’’ said 
coordinator Richard S. Jackson, who 
added that Onota Lake has already been 
signed up as the site for next year’s East- 
ern sprints. : 

Whan asked whether yesterday’s prob- 
lems would hurt the chances for next 
year, Jackson candidly replied, ‘‘Yes, I 
think it’s got to hurt for the future, but 
we would hope it wouldn’t. I guess 
Mother Nature is the one who bit us.’’ 

For so many of the that who had trav- 
eled far and sacrificed much for the re- 
gatta, the disappointment was 
particularly strong, and more often than 
not, quite expensive. 

University of Wisconsin coach Jay Mim- 
ier said his team spent $6,000 of its an- 
nual $7,000 budget to attend the regatta. 

“ve blown my travel budget for this 
year and I didn’t get a race,” said the 
bitter Mimier, whose team won the Mid- 
western championship in its only other 
race this year. 

“I would be very opposed to holding the 
race here again unless they could show 
me they had three separate courses 
buoyed,” Mimier said. “You have to pro- 
vide for a day like this and you have to 
have something set up for a contin- 
gency.’’ He said some of his team mem- 
bers “didn’t do anything for two hours 
but bail. They were scared and stayed 
close to shore.”’

The Council also endorsed the

installing 1,800 feet of fencing at 
a cost of $7,700, after hearing 
neighbors speak for and against 
the park. 

Before taking a final vote on 
whether the park will be built, 
the Council instructed the Park 
Department and the neighbor- 
hood advisory committee to 
draft a final plan for the facility. 
- That plan is to be presented to 
the Council within three weeks. 

‘We're not interested in forc- 
ing the park on anyone,” said 
Ward 4 Councilman Robert F. 
Jakubowicz, who represents that 
district. 

“T believe the majority there 


_ wants the park and I favor one,” 


he said. ‘‘I only heard two 


people tonight who were defi- 


‘nitely opposed.”’ | 


It was Jakubowicz who made 
the motions on which the City 
Council endorsed the concept of 


the park and fencing. 


Councilman Peter G. Arlos 
voted against the motions after 
the Council failed by one vote to 
pass his amendment stipulating 
that no park would be built un- 
less the 1,800 feet of fencing 
were installed. 


Juggle budget 


But most councilmen ap- 
peared to feel that the Park De- 
partment would be able to 
juggle the $279,000 it has re- 
maining in its $1 million park- 
development budget to come up 
with funds for the fence. 

The budget for the park was 
to have been $16,500. Initial plans 
called for fencing along the river 
but not along the abutters’ 
property lines. 


The majority of the Council 
toured the site an hour before 
the public hearing. 

A drenching rain was falling. 
It ran off umbrellas and hat 
brims and for those who had nei- 
ther it ran down turned up coat 
collars. 

The site is a large sand-exca- 
vation pit along the river. Most 
of the abutting houses are high 
above the pit, their backyards 
sloping down to it sharply. 

But at one end, the city-owned 
property is elevated to the same 
level as the backyards of sev-

This was clear today as a result of con- 


| tacts with. several officials in the Berk- 


/shires and in Boston who say the 


_minimum-wage issue has generated 
| statewide concern. The issue in Pittsfield 
| over paying the minimum hourly wage to 

| summer recreation workers appears to 
| be only a small part of the whole. 


Some employees in the Pittsfield School 


| Department, for example, are paid below 
| the current state minimum of $2.60 an 
| hour, but the rates have been set in col- 


lective bargaining agreements that ne- 
gotiators feel are legally arrived at. 

The concern over minimum-wage or- 
ders has come to the surface in the past 
month as a result of a state Department 
of Labor and Industries ruling that the 
minimums now apply to public, as well 
as private-sector, employees. 

A court suit, said Alfred Vigderman of 
Boston, counsel for the Massachusetts 

League of Cities and Towns, “is very def- 
initely in the picture.” 

The Massachusetts Association of 
School Committees has sided with the 
league in calling the new ruling poorly 
timed and arbitrary, said Henry G. Grei- 
ner of Lee, a field representative for the 
MASC.

A summer on the Housatonic 
Young conservation workers earn and learn

When Jeanne Kirchner was 
notified in June that she was one 
of 16 city teen-agers who had 
won the state lottery, she quit 
her job. 

She had accepted a summer 
job as lifeguard with the Park 
Department, but winning the 
coveted lottery prize — close to 
200 youngsters had scrambled to 
get one of the 70 entry blanks 
available here — ruled that out. 

The prize? Eight weeks of 
work at $2.65 an hour for 30 
hours a week, plus 10 hours a 
week — required, but unpaid — 
of environmental education, as a 
member of the city’s Youth Con- 
servation Corps.

Clean river banks 


The YCC is 80 percent funded | 


by the federal government, ad- 
ministered by the state and op- 
erated by the city under a grant. 
In many ways, it resembles 
other federal summer job pro- 
grams for young people, such as 
the one operated by Berkshire 
Training and Employment Pro- 
gram under the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act. 
The participants, all from 15 
to 18 years old, have spent their 
Summer clearing brush and 
debris from the banks of the 
Housatonic River, especially 
near the Goodwill Industries 
building, Pomeroy Avenue, and 


south of the Pontoosuc Lake 
dam. They. removed four truck- 
loads .of trash from the river 
near Pitt Park, according to Ka- 
ren A. Forsgard, director of 
Pittsfield’s YCC project. 

And they scraped down the 
metal on footbridges near West 
Housatonic and Boylston streets 
and gave them three coats of 
paint.

Pittsfield paid 93 city and school em- 
ployees more than Mayor Paul E. Brindle 
year, according to payroll 
records. 

While the salary of the mayor has re- 


| mained at $20,000 since 1972, the twin 
_ pressures of inflation and collective bar- 


gaining have been pushing up the pay for 


_ most other city workers. 


As a result, the number of people earn- 


_ ing more than the mayor is escalating. 


In 1975. only 39 employees drew bigger 
paychecks than then Mayor Evan S. Do- 


| belle. And in 1972 — the first year Mayor 

| Donald G. Butler was paid $20,000 — 

| only four people made more than he did. 

| They were all school employees. Now al- 

| most half those earning more than the 
| mayor are non-school employees. 


Last year 533 city and school workers 


| _ mane at least $15,000, compared to only 


228 two years earlier. Almost half those 
on the city payroll — 834 — made at 
least $14,000. 

While many workers were doing very 
nicely, some were still struggling. Labor- 
ers, for instance, continued to make just 
under $10,000. Most clerical workers 
were still under that figure, posing diffi- 
culties for those who head households.

Computer printouts show that of the 
top 100 workers the lowest pay was 
$19,688. (Because of a quirk in paydays, 
Brindle’s salary was only $19,902. ) 

Of the top 100, the records also show, 


_ 52 worked for the School Department, 22 


for the Fire Department, 18 for the Po- 
lice Department and the others were 
scattered in other sections of city gov- 
ernment. 

“IT think as far as salaries and benefits

go, city workers are doing pretty well,”’ 
Brindle said. ‘“‘They aren’t underpaid like 
they were 10 years ago. Their pay Is 
comparable — and in some cases higher 
— to jobs in industry...” 

School Superintendent Ira J. Singer, 
with a salary of $35,362, was the highest 
paid city worker and the only one whose 
compensation was more than $30,000. 

Police Chief John J. Killeen was next 
with $29,388 and Fire Chief Joseph W. 
Coy was third with $28,217. 

School administrators and principals 
commonly outearned the mayor, as did 
higher-ranking police and fire officials 
and a sprinkling of City Hall adminis- 
trators. 

But not all the workers making more 
than the mayor had high-level jobs. 
Some blue-collar workers, teachers and 
lower-ranking policemen edged past the 
mayor by working long hours of over-

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~ Council seeks ways to cut city over

The City Council is looking for 
ways to eliminate overtime for 
employees it considers in upper 
levels of management. 

But informed city officials say 
this drive, led by Councilman 
Peter G. Arlos, is going to run 
into liberal laws that make 98.5 
per cent of the city’s workers 
eligible for union membership. 

All but 25 of the city’s 1,800 
municipal and school employees 
are eligible to be covered by 
collective bargaining under 
state law. 


GE figures are lower 


In marked contrast, only 60 
per cent of the 8,300 workers at 
General Electric Co. here are 
eligible for union membership. 


At Berkshire Medical Center — 


which is perhaps more com- 
parable to the city government 
because it too is a service oper- 
ation — 91 per cent are union 
eligible under state and federal 
regulations. That means 120 of 
the 1,400 employes are exempt. 

Talking about the overtime 
being collected by deputy fire 
chiefs and police captains, Arlos 
said, ‘‘We’ve. been _ spoiled 
here.”’

“They’re doing something 
that private industry wouldn’t 
tolerate,’’ Arlos said. 

Of 90 city employes paid more 
than $20,000 last year, 50 earned 
overtime. Of those, 18 had base 
salaries higher than $20,000.

Benham says that the figures as 
they relate to his department 
are misleading. 

The overtime pay being 
earned by officers and privates 
in the Fire Department, he said, 
is not for working conventional 
overtime but for working extra 
shifts. 

Five officers cover each shift, 
he said. If one is out because of 
vacation, illness or injury, an- 
other officer is called in to work 
an extra shift and is paid over- 
time for it.

Pittsfield’s tax rate will decrease by $1 
_ this year, Mayor Paul E. Brindle III an- 
| nounced last night. 

| It is only’the second time since Mayor 
Raymond L. Haughey managed the feat 
in 1961 that property taxes here have 
been cut. In a city where the tax rate has

Brindle, who has tried to carve out a 
reputation for government austerity, cre- 
dits Gov. Michael S. Dukakis with 
making the decrease possible. 

Without the $1.4 million in additional 
state aid the city is getting under the Du- 
kakis administration, taxes here would 
have gone up here again this year, he 
said. 

But Brindle said that municipal belt 
tightening efforts and a healthy surplus 
in the city’s accounts also contributed to 
the tax drop. 


The decrease — which is subject to ap- 
proval by the’state — will put the tax 
rate at $79. It is now $80.

On the plus side, he explained, the city 
not only had the big increase in state aid 
but a sizable surplus cash aceount of 
$2.16 million. He could have dipped 
deeply into that free cash to cut the rate 
by $5, he said. 

But on deliberation, he said, he decided 
to ask the Council to use only, a modest 
$291,524 of the surplus to cut the tax rate. 
For every $320,000 cut, the tax rate drops 
by $1. , 

‘IT would have loved to take a chance, 
but I felt I couldn’t take the gamble,”’ the 
mayor said. He said the reasons he didn’t 
feel it was safe to use more of the surplus 
for tax reductions, were these: 

— Pittsfield is facing four serious law- 
suits. If it loses them when they come up 
in Superior Court this fall it could be 

liable to settlements totaling $1 million. 

— The city is faced with the prospect of 
making improvements to the water sys- 
tem, which isn’t delivering water that 
meets new federal standards, and this is 
going to take some immediate outlays of 
cash. 

— The administration is in the midst of 
collective bargaining with city employees 
and any raises granted will be paid from

the surplus. 
— The city’s budget is ‘‘very, very 
tight” this year and any unforeseen ex- 


penditures are going to have to be made 
from surplus. 


Two of the lawsuits stem from acci- 
dents. In one, Mrs. Vilma Drew, 39, was 
killed in a crash involving a police crui- 
ser which was on the way to investigate a 
reported housebreak in 1973. In the other, 
Michael Sciola, 53,and Michael Rathbun, 
15, his grandson, were badly injured 
when their trash compactor truck con- 
tacted high-voltage electric lines as they 
raised the body to dump the load at the 
city’s landfill area last summer. 


The other two lawsuits involve actions 
brought in connection with the city’s 
aborted attempt to take land for a reser- 
voir in Windsor and-in connection with

Never voted ban 


‘This committee, while I’ve 
been on it, never voted to ban 
football on Thanksgiving. 
Maybe an earlier one did, but 
not this one.”’ 

The vote was taken on a mo- 
tion by Committeeman Charles 
P. Garivaltis and was backed 
by him, Sheran and Mayor Paul 
EK. Brindle III. Basilio Hen- 
riques Jr. cast the lone  dis- 


Dorothy M. Crane and Paul H. 


Wagner abstained, even though 
Sheran ruled that under com- 


mittee regulations they couldn’t 


abstain. 

When the dust had settled, it 
was learned that the vote came 
up because Pittsfield and Ta- 
conic high school football 
coaches want to schedule a 
game on Thanksgiving Day next 
fall but had somehow been per- 
suaded that the School Com- 
mittee had forbidden such a 
game. 

‘We've never voted against 
such a game — or for one, for 
that matter,” said Henriques, 
who is the member with the 
longest service on the com- 
mittee. He has been on the com- 
mittee 10 years. 

Thanksgiving Day football 
games between St. Joseph’s 
High School and Pittsfield High 
were a_ longstanding _ tradi- 
tion in the years before 
World War II.

The extensive renovation of Wahconah Park 
is in its final stages and George Emerson Inc., 
the contractor, is working toward completion 
by the end of next month. Vincent Hebert, su- 
perintendent of the Department of Parks and 
Recreation, reports that he has all expectations 
that high school football will be played there 
this fall. 

We took a walk around the park this week 
with Bob Deloye of Robert B. Deloye Inc., the 
designer; Hebert and Pete Knysh, also of 
Deloye. The first thing that strikes the eye on 
entering the grandstand is the height of the 

playing field in comparison to the elevation of 
the seating area. It looks as if the grandstand 
« has had its legs cut off. The playing field has 
been raised four feet. The infield and the out- 
field have been sodded and the base paths cut 
out. When the ground is dried out thoroughly, 
the field will get its final grooming. The out- 
field area has been pitched toward centerfield 
and from center toward both foul lines for 
drainage. | 


In reconstructing the field, gravel was spread 
and then more gravel was put on top to press it 
down, a process called pre-loading. Later the 
excess gravel was taken away. A sprinkler sys- 
tem was installed for the entire sodded area. It 
is programmed so that all the sprinklers or any 
number of them can be turned on at any time 
for any section and run as long as neces- 
sary. The system can be set to turn on and off 
for a two-week period without resetting. The 
water will come from a well that has been dug 


east of the grandstand. None of the water will 
come from the city system. 


* f * * 


The concrete foundations have been built for 
eight new light poles. Each foundation is 12 by 
12 feet and six or four feet deep. The larger 
foundations weigh about 60 tons each. The eight 
poles will carry a total of 128 lights, each of 
which weighs about 85 pounds. Seven lights will 
be installed under the roof of the grandstand to 
light up the shadows between home plate and 
the stands. The poles are from 90 to 95 feet 
high. They will have platforms for use in get- 
ting work done on the lights and safety fea- 
tures, which will prevent a man with a safety 
belt from falling while climbing up or down. 

The poles, which are being manufactured 
now, are self-weathering and will not require 
painting. They will oxidize and turn brown. The 
bolts that will hold the lights and are in transit, 
are 2% inches in diameter and are eight feet 
long. 


Work to be completed includes erection of the 
poles, building the wooden fence, putting up a 
new baseball-football scoreboard with a new 
control box in the press box, upgrading the 
rooms in the grandstand including painting 
inside and out, balance of the dugout 
construction and landseaping and seeding 
around the stands and poles. 


\\ The dugouts will be at the ends of the stands, 


not in front as they have been. The one on the 


third base side is nearly finished. Fenced in — 


bullpens are planned adjacent to each dugout. 
A new foundation wall was built under the 
stands and considerable work done underneath 
where frost heaves over the years had shifted 


the building around, in some places, off the 7 


piles. 


fence will be 340’ feet down the left-field line, 
380 in center, about 430 in right center and 335 


down the rightfield line. The new scoreboard | 


will be more toward right center than the 
previous one was.

The bigger outfield will hold the football field 
without any of its playing surface touching the 
infield. The new fence will leave room outside 
both end zones. The old fence cut through the 
corner of the east end zone and there was al- 
ways the danger of a player crashing into it. 
There will be room for bleachers on both sides 
of the field. 

The lights will be on two circuits. For foot- 
ball, which does not require as much illumina- 
tion as baseball, only about half as much 
electricity will be used. The lights are the low 
energy type, which do not need as much elec- 
tricity. The goal posts are in place. They are 
the modern style with the post in the center. 
They slide in and out of sleeves, which are in 
foundations in the ground. 

Upgrading of the rooms will include ramps, 
stalls and toilets for the handicapped and new 
lighting in both the men’s and women’s rest 
rooms. : 

The work was carried out in two phases with 
each phase being put out for bids. The first 
phase was done by the Petricca Construction 
Company. Emerson received the contract for 
the second phase. Neither contractor was 
blessed with outstanding weather. Petricca was 
hampered by early cold in the fall of 1976. 
Emerson had to cope with the wet weather last 
year.

The entire renovation is costing about 
$600,000 with the funds coming from the federal 
government through the Community Devel- 
opment Act. The work is being done under the 
supervision of the Park Department and the 
Pittsfield Redevelopment Authority. The funds 
were available for the work because of the geo- 
graphical location of the park and the planned 
usage of the facility by low and medium in- 
come residents of the city. Community activi- 
ties for these groups will be given the highest 
priority, spokesmen of the PRA and the Park 
Department stated. 

Deloye made the point that about half the 
money was spent on improvements, which will 
not be visible, such as the base for the elevated 
field, the sprinklers and the foundations for the 
light poles. The parking lot will look the same 
also because it was not part of the reconstruc- 
tion and it is the same.

Pittsfield High and Taconic High will 
clash the weekend of Sept. 17 in the foot- 
ball game scheduled to dedicate the Wah- 
conah Park stadium renovated at a cost 
of $700,000 in federal funds.

The more pressing problem appears to 
be resolving the demands raised unex- 
pectedly by the federal Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD). 

The project is being funded with part 
of the $1.5 million the city gets annually 
from HUD under the Community Devel- 
opment Act. 

HUD’s intervention came after the 
agency said it had never realized that 
nearly three quarters of a million dollars 
of its money was being used for a sta- 
dium project. Stadiums and sports 
arenas are specifically prohibited under 
the Community Development Act. 

HUD’s assertion that it didn’t know this 
was a Stadium job is hotly disputed. by 
the Pittsfield Redevelopment Authority’s 
chairman, Don Soule. ‘“‘What did they 
think we were putting up 90-foot poles 
for?’’ he said. To light sandboxes?”’ 

The project, the brainchild of former 
Mayor Evan S. Dobelle, was ruled eli- 
gible by Dobelle at a time when HUD ac- 
cepted mayors as the last word on 
eligibility. HUD has been stung by that 
approach and it isn’t playing that game 
any more. 

As a result, it is calling Wahconah 
Park what it is — a stadium. 

As part of its crackdown, HUD has 
proclaimed that professional sports at 
Wahconah Park are out.

In 1974, Shaun Kirby’s first year as a coach 
at Taconic, 90 players showed up for double- 
session practices at the start of football season. 
This year, the number was 30. 
Last year, 220 budding 0.J. Simpsons played 
‘in the Pittsfield Parks Department’s junior 
football program. This year, the count dropped 
to 146. 
‘ Rootball has taken a bad rap for violence and 
“Hecause of the much-publicized injury to the 
-“Patriots’ Darryl Stingley. Many parents are 
“Steering their children toward other ‘safer’ 
Sports, such as soccer. 
Until recent years, football, basketball and 
baseball were the only sports played on the 
_..high school level, but now the proliferation of 
teams has watered down the number of candi- 
dates for the so-called major sports. 
Taconic’s preblems have been compounded 
by 13 injuries, making it impossible for Kirby 
“to hold. intra-squad scrimmages. When they 
have, they’ve had to use coaches to fill out the 
teams, and sometimes that has proved dis- 
astrous. Offensive line coach Doug LaBarbera 
suffered a broken clavicle in one scrimmage.

“To have a sound program,” says Kirby, 

“you need a jayvee program.” But he had to 

-. reluctantly cancel the program midway 
** through the season for lack of numbers.

- . “f don’t think there’s the dedication there 
used to be,” he says, noting that some athletes

Kirby questions the idea that football hurts an

* “My best marks were during football sea- 
gon,” he says, explaining that because time 
was precious, he had to carve out a certain pe- 

: tiod each day for studying. 

And he aiso says the attitudes of the players’ 
peers have not helped the situation. 

“If you play a sport now, you're considered a 

' jock,” he’says. ‘Before you were put on a ped- 
‘.-estal. Now they look down on you.” 

That may explain why the students, notably 
at Taconic, do not support their team. The 
crowds fer the Braves’ home games have been 
very poor.:When Kirby played for a 1-7 St. Jo- 
seph’s team in the mid-sixties, the size of the 
crowd made it almost impossibe for him to 
leave the field after a loss to Pittsfield High.

Doyle says that, in 
tha past, a youngster would be a “‘bagholder”’ 
his first two years, play sparingly his junior 
year and then finally get a real chance to shine | 
his senior year.

“Now that individual is saying, ‘I don’t want 
to hold the bag,”’ says Doyle. Given a chance 
to star on the soccer field or on the cross-coun- 
try course many athletes would rather switch 
than sit. 

“Success breeds success,” he says. “An av- 
erage athlete will play for a team where he will 
be a success. 

“This is just a cultural change we’re going 
through,” Doyle adds. “‘But the injury element 
has to be lessened. The rules are going to have 
to be changed. And the aggressive attitudes of 
coaches and athletes have to be changed. The 
changes are going to make the game more tac- 
tical than violent. : 

“Football has more benefits than it has nega- 
tive aspects,”’ he continues, “‘but the benefits 
are so intangible you can’t measure them.” 

Among the benefits, he says, are being part 
of “a team concept, part of a regimented pro- 
gram that helps a kid mature inside. In athlet- 
ics (unlike the classroom) you can’t just show 
up 9 :

Little Leagues here A-OK 


The overnight rains had given way to a 
cool overcast morning, but then the skies 
began to clear and, by late morning, it 
was a perfect day for baseball. But to 
me, this baseball day was special. It was 
the opening day for baseball in miniature 
— the opening of the 1978 Little League 
season. 

Watching the colorful opening ceremo- 
nies at the South League’s Deming Field 
home base, I got thinking about a lot of 
things. First of all, I thought about the 
enthusiasm these young players had for 
the opening of a new season, and their 
hope that they will improve both as play- 
ers and as people. But I also couldn’t put 
some other thoughts out of my mind. I 


couldn’t help thinking about the senti-, 
-ment over the past few years that comes 
‘from many so-called intellectuals. 


Let’s face it, there are a lot of people 
who still tell us that Little League base- 


ball is bad for kids, that the program 


puts too much emphasis on winning, and 
that if should be abolished. One letter to 
the editor in our own Berkshire Eagle ap- 
plied those ideas just a few short weeks 
ago. 

To all the people who are down on 


: Little League, to all those who want it 


abolished, I can give only one answer — 


‘baloney. For the Little League program, 


especially the one here in Pittsfield, is, in 
my opinion, one of the best youth pro- 


grams going today. 


Butch Stannard, president of the West 


‘League for the past two seasons, talked 


about Little League’s benefits Sunday. 
First, from a baseball standpoint, Stan- 
nard feels that “‘you have to have Little 


. League. You have to have it because the 
players learn the fundamentals here and 
‘you have to have those fundamentals 
«when you go on to the 13-to-15 year old 
leagues and so forth.”’ 


Stannard added, however, that the 


Little League’s players seem to benefit in 
‘more ways than one, and he used his son, 
: Kevin, a Little League graduate of a year 
‘ ago, as an example. ‘‘He was a lot better 
‘ ballplayer when he came out of here, and 
‘he learned a lot about getting along with 


other people, too. Being a part of a team 


' is a big thing for these kids.”’ 


Leo Nutting, the president of the South 


‘League, also stressed the benefits Little 
‘Leaguers get that will, over the years, 
- help them off the field as well as-on. “We

the game, and we teach the kids how to 


have fun. I think, and I hope, that every 
kid in our league has some fun here.”’ 

Jack Brennan, perhaps the city’s pre- 
mier Little League coach (his Magner’s 
team won the city title last year and he 
coached the South all-stars to a third- 
place finish in the Eastern U.S.), also hit 
on the off-the-field benefits. ‘The kids 
learn a lot,” Brennan said. “They learn 
they have to listen, for one thing. They 
know they have to listen to the coach or 
they’re not going to get much out of it.” 

Brennan also said that other discipline 
factors are woven into the Little League 
structure. ‘They learn they have to be on 
time, and they learn they have to sacri- 
fice sometimes for the benefit of the 
team,’’ Brennan continued. 


oe * * * 


But one of the alleged problems is also 
connected with that team concept, and 
that’s the problem of over-emphasis on 
winning. In the past few years, I’ve seen 
some out-of-town teams and some of 


these experiences haven’t been good. 


When I heard Salem, N.H., fans boo a 
Bristol, R.I., player in the New England 
regionals, T wondered about Little 
League. And when I saw a Dover, N.H., 
coach openly berate one of his players 
before 6,000 fans at Newburgh, N.Y., last 
year, I wondered about Little League. 
Then, however, I thought of people in the 
Pittsfield program, like Brennan and 
other coaches, and of the Pittsfield par- 
ents who seemed to react well even in de- 
feat, and I realized one basic fact. If 
there are some problems in Little 
League, they don’t show up in the Pitts- 
field programs. For the Pittsfield teams 
have shown a great deal of class in both 
triumph and defeat. If there is over-em- 
phasis on winning, it doesn’t show up 
here. 

“I don’t go along with that pressure 
thing,” Brennan said. “I don’t think we 


really have much of a problem with that 


here. I can’t ever remember hearing of a 
kid giving up the game here because of 
anything like that.” 

Nutting also shed a great deal of light 
on the Little League winning philosophy. 
“My belief is that any boy, whether he’s 
nine 9 or 19, wants to win. Show me a boy 
who doesn’t want to win and I’ll show you 
a loser in life. But as far as emphasizing 
winning, I don’t thing we overdo it here 
at all. Winning’s not the biggest thing 
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these boys become better ballplayers and 
better men.” 

And there’s nothing wrong with that. 

Lest you think that we’re basing’ this 
entire pro-Little League argument on 
comments from league officials, read on. 
For I also talked to two people Sunday 
who, in the long run, represent the most 
important part of the Little League com- 
munity — the players. 


oe * * * 

One of the top games on the opening- 
day schedule was that hectic 10-inning 
West League game in which the Eagles 
finally beat Civitan, 11-6. After the con- 
test, I spoke with one player from each 
team. The boys were George Baldasarre, 
12, of the Civitan team, and Rick Stiffler, 
also 12, of the Eagles, and their com- 
ments may give better weasons than any 
for the justification of Little League ball. 

Asked why they liked Little League, 
they responded simply but right to the 
point. ‘It’s a lot of fun. I love baseball 


. and I like playing here,” Baldasarre 


commented. “‘It just gives you something 
to do.’’ 

Stiffler added that he thought Little 
League ‘‘gives you something to look for- 
ward to. I love baseball and I like being a 
part of a team. The ‘teamship’ is a ‘big 
part of it.” 

What would they do if there were no 
Little League? ‘‘I really don’t know what 
I'd do,” Stiffler said. ‘I’d probably just 
hang around. I’d probably be a nervous 
wreck.’ Baldasarre’s response was es- 
sentially the same. “If there was no 
Little League?” he pondered. “I don’t 
know — I’d probably just sit around and 
do nothing.”’ 

Now think for a minute. ‘It gives you 
something to do’ and ‘it gives you some- 
thing to look forward to’. These words, 
out of the mouths of 12-year-olds,; may, in 
their own simple way, give more justifi- 
cation to Little League than any other re- 


sponse. After all, that’s it, isn’t it? The | = 
Little League program gives these boys ‘| 


something to do, a way to have fun, for 
the summer. 


So in the future, keep this in mind. 


People may still want to get rid of Little 
League, and they may at some time suc- 
ceed. But think back to George Balda- 


_sarre and Rick Stiffler. |

Kamienski shines 


Kamienski, who spends most 
of the summer hurling for the 
Magner Drug Store team in the 
South League, had little trouble 
stifling the North all-star bats 
last night as his mates took ad- 


vantage of numerous opportu- 
nities and North miscues to 
march into a commanding lead. 

The contest broke from the 
gate as a brilliant pitching duel 
between Kamienski and North 
fireballer Jim DiMaina, who 
struck out six batters in the first 
two innings. But it ran’ into con- 
trol problems that eventually 
proved DiMaina’s undoing in the 
third inning, when the South 
broke the scoreless tie with four 
runs on just two hits.
